group demonstrators took the streets 
this week to protest the opening of an 
adult-video store. The protest brought to- 
gether unusual coalition feminists, 
religious conservatives, and just plain 
folks, warning their neighbors that crime 
spree is on the way. DVDs of consenting 
adults bonking and cavorting with dramat- 
ic, real-life abandon apparently will incite 
residents to rob, pillage, and worse.

On Beacon Hill, Governor Mitt Romney 
was afraid alienating right-wing 
voters in his undeclared race for the White 
House that he denied Harvard the services 
of the state police when the university 
recently hosted former Iranian president 
Mohammad Khatami. 

In New York City, Columbia University 
invited and then retracted its invitation 
to current Iranian president Mahmoud 
public affairs under set circumstances 
that can only described ambiguous. 
Columbia, upon reflection, feared that it 
could not adequately provide security. 
Opponents the visit hailed the move 
reaffirmation the dignity 
and high moral purpose. 

Meanwhile, in our nation’s capital, 
President George Bush all but con- 
demned newspapers for publishing 
reports that intelligence officials now 
believe the war Iraq decreases national 
security inspiring the Islamic world 
greater acts terrorism. The act report- 
ing these facts, Bush intimated, not only 
gives aid our enemies but jeopardizes 
our well-being and threatens “confuse” 
the American people. 

These are not odd, disconnected snap- 
shots our national life. They are highly 
representative. They are part larger 
picture: disturbing mural nation 
that is afraid not only of others (often with 
very good reason), but fundamentally fear- 
ful of itself. Somewhere along the way, 
after winning the Cold War, after achiev- 
ing unprecedented prosperity, after amass- 
ing more military might than history has 
ever been able to imagine, we've lost our 
collective sense of self-confidence. 

Legend may hold that we are the land 
of the free and the home of the brave, but 
the very idea of sex is apparently enough 


strike fear the hearts 
many and not just the 
holy rollers. It’s not a secret 
that sex is big business. It’s 
bigger than General Mo- 
tors, not that this is saying 
much given the once- 
mighty cur- 
rent economic woes. (And, 
in case you didn’t know, 
GM and many other For- 
tune 500 companies diver- 
sified into adult films years 
ago.) The X-rated video-and- 
DVD business bigger than 
all Hollywood. It’s bigger 
than all professional sports 
teams. And while men are 
the primary consumers 
sexual fare, women are 
active as well — accounting 
for percent the market 
and are more likely, ac- 
cording experts, turn 
their fantasies into reality. 
These are well-known and 
well-reported facts. Why, 
then, are afraid? Why 
does the reality that many seek conso- 
lation inspiration from commercial 
sex arouse our insecurities? Are we so 


timid? hypocritical? What, nation, 


are afraid of? 

The current Republican regime, hav- 
ing fallen captive the religious right, 
certainly does all can fan the flames 
divide and conquer the electorate. Under 
Bush, the FCC has edged dangerously 
close becoming sex-police force, 
moving beyond prohibiting the seven 
“dirty” words that comedians used joke 
were unspeakable for broadcast but were 
somehow conveyed to audiences anyway. 
Nudge, nudge. Wink, wink. place 
specific bans and something like reason- 
able guidelines, Bush’s FCC has imposed 
vague and undefined “standards,” 
leaving many engage self-censorship 
avoid historically punishing fines. And 
not content to regulate the airwaves, Bush 
wants extend the reach 
cable and satellite radio. 

urge control broadcasting 
dramatic erotic part and parcel 
his even more sinister 
effort control what our not-very-imagi- 
native-or-courageous-but-nevertheless- 
still-free press reports. Bush’s war the 
media makes Nixon's attempts to cow the 
Vietnam- and Watergate-era press seem 
tame, almost academic. 

In universities, Bush has found unwit- 
ting allies. The very idea free speech 
has been corrupted years 
obsession with political correctness that 


universities have forgotten that their role 
foster and provoke free inquiry. That 
visits by two Iranians should arouse con- 
sternation not surprise. These men 
way thinking that even 
more inimical free thought than 
Bush’s.

Curse the 


What the hell does it mean to be a twenty- 
something in 2006? 

If you watch Zach Braff films, it means 
you are a commitment scaredy-cat who 
adores the Shins and makes out in air- 
ports. Believe American Apparel, and 
you're the sort of person who lazes around 
the house in terrycloth headbands and 
striped knee socks. But read the Random 
House anthology Twentysomething Essays by 
Twentysomething Writers and you might be 
surprised to learn that your peers are 
1) remarkably self-aware, 2) still feeling 
like this part of life is a dress rehearsal, 
and 3) habitual procrastinators. 

Those are just a few of the character- 
istics Random House editorial assistants 
Matt Kellogg and Jillian Quint discovered 
last year when they helped stage a twen- 
tysomething essay competition in which 
writers vied for both publication and a 
$20,000 grand prize. For one, the editors 
received the bulk of their submissions in 
the last hour and 59 minutes of the six- 
month-long contest. For another, there's 
an unmistakable tension of quarter-life 
crises running through the 29 personal, 
occasionally solipsistic, pieces chosen 
for the final collection: how living with 


your parents after college is 

still considered a failure, how 
it’s terrifically easy to lose your 
starry-eyed idealism after col- 
lege, how technology like Instant 
Messenger and Dodgeball have 
supplanted actual human in- 
teraction, how New York can be 
soul-crushing. 

More or less, the anthology 
shows that being in your 20s 
means you're still figuring out 
what comes next. “We're all still 
really, really searching,” says 
Marisa McCarthy, a Boston 
College graduate whose writing 
appears in Twentysomething 
Essays by Twentysomething Writers. 
“Twenty-five now is probably a 
lot younger than it was ten, 15 
years ago — I’m certainly hoping 
that it is.” 

McCarthy’s second-person 
essay called “Cliché Rape 
Story” and it’s a harrowing piece 
based her own off-campus 
rape during her freshman year 
at BC. She wrote the piece while 
studying English in Chestnut 
Hill. “In the classroom, I'm sure 
people were a little more gentle 
with it than they were with 
other pieces,” she admits. “But 
when I workshopped this piece, there 
was one guy who just ripped it apart and 
wrote things on it like, ‘Did this even 
really happen? It sounds like it’s out of 
a TV show.’ And I think that’s kind of 
what compelled me to name it what I 
named it, because some of the things, 
although true, just felt kind of cliché.” 

McCarthy is also aware that most peo- 
ple think BC kids are too self-absorbed, 
homogeneous, and materialistic to 
become the sort of writers who grapple 
publicly with tough emotional issues. 
But contrary to the stereotype, she’s one 
of two BC grads with solemn pieces in- 
cluded in the collection. “BC's so preppy 
and mainstream that I’m sure that goes 
against some idea of what an artist 
should be,” says McCarthy, who just left 
USA Today to work in advertising at Radar 
magazine. “But beneath our Lacoste 
shirts, some of us are tortured, I guess?” 

Among the other handpicked piec- 
es is a standout from Kathleen Rooney, 
an Emerson College grad and aspiring 
poet who’s earned “thousands of dol- 
lars” working part-time artists’ 
model. Her very quotable first sentence: 
“Il am twenty-five years old, five foot 


eight, 110 pounds, with huge dark eyes and 
long dark hair and I look totally fucking 
amazing naked.” The rest is a lyrical, non- 
chronological series of graceful fragments 
and short meditations on how Rooney's 
body becomes an icon in other people’s 
proverbial hands (“I’ve been Manet’s Olym- 
pia, a nymphet, a sylph, and a Matissean 
odalisque”); they are honest about how 
posing nude for hundreds of strangers can 
simultaneously inflate and deflate your 
self-image, and clinical about the tricks of 
the trade (“Above all, you should never try 
to keep your hands higher than your heart 
for longer than, say, a five-minute gesture 
without a brace, or your arms will go numb 
and it will become hard to breathe.”) 
Having spent a couple of years work- 
ing at the Museum of Fine Arts bookstore 
and undressing in Boston, Cambridge, and 
Arlington, Rooney has since moved to Taco- 
ma, Washington, where she’ll teach for one 
year at Pacific Lutheran University. What 
surprises her about this collection its “ba- 
sic sincerity. Oftentimes, everything in our 
generation has become so ironic, so snarky, 
that you can’t tell what's real anymore,” she 
says. “But surprisingly, this book really does 
ultimately have emotional truth to it.”

Fox admits ‘poor 


I missed Bill Clinton's complete and utter demo- 
lition of Fox News Sunday's smirking myrmidon 
Chris Wallace last weekend. So, like many, 

logged onto YouTube Monday morning to 
watch it. It was there, just like I knew it would 
be. And it was awesome. 

But it looks like I got there just in time. Log- 
ging on a day later, the page was emblazoned 
with blaring red text: “This video has been 
the request copyright owner Fox 
News Network, LLC because its content was 
used without permission.” But was that really 
the reason? After all, if Fox is so concerned with 
unsanctioned misappropriation of its content, 
why hadn't it requested that YouTube take 
down all of it? Why, when you search for “Fox 
News,” do as many as 1177 clips crop up? There’s 
Bill O'Reilly, shouting over Jeremy Click, whose 
father was killed on 9/11, telling him to shut 
up. There's Brit Hume, calling Lebanese people 
“apparent civilians.” And there’s Sean Hannity, 
berating his old poli-sci professor for giving him 
a C-plus at New York University. Why such se- 
lectivity in clip removal? 

Some people have their ideas. For progres- 
sives, of course, Clinton’s bravura performance 
— especially when juxtaposed with Wallace’s 
smarmy, shrinking body language — was an 
embarrassment for Fox, no matter how you 
spin it. Blogger“Zach” (HanlonsRazor.com),

But, in fact, Fox’s answer may surprise you. 
certainly surprised me. When reached 
Tuesday, a Fox News spokesperson told the 
Phoenix: “Our Internet division used poor judg- 
ment in asking this to be taken down. We're 
thrilled the Wallace-Clinton clip 
has received so many hits on You- 
Tube.” (It’s worth noting, however, 
that as of Tuesday afternoon, the 
entirety of the Clinton interview was 
still not available on FoxNews.com.) 

Fox may not be “fair and bal- 
anced,” but maybe — just maybe — 
they've finally figured out the value 
democratized media. press 
time, the Clinton clip had been 
re-uploaded to YouTube, retaking 
its rightful place among other clips 
that cast the network and its an- 
chors less-than-flattering light. 
There's a Ned Lamont supporter 
sneaking a HANNITY SUCKS ASS sign 
behind quasi-liberal milquetoast 
Alan Colmes. A 1974 clip of Geraldo 
Rivera getting way baked, within 
seconds, on a couple small tokes 


of grass. And Shepard Smith claiming the folks 
from J.Lo’s block are “more likely to give her a 
curb job than a blow job.” 

But such is the essence of viral video: it’s 
fair and balanced by its very nature. (In the 
meantime, if the Clinton clip is removed 
again from YouTube, look for it on GoogleVi- 
deo. It'll be there.)

THE GOSPEL ACCORDING JOHN 


Why are all documentary filmmakers liberals? 

That's one question that comes to mind while watching The US. vs. 
John Lennon, a chronicle of how the US government persecuted the late 
ex-Beatle and his wife Yoko Ono. In town promoting the movie, David 
Leaf, who co-directed with John Scheinfeld, objected to the“L” word. 

“I'm nota liberal,” he says. “I'm an American and I'm a journalist, 
and I'm a storyteller. I don’t look at this movie as a liberal screed. I look 
at it as a story of what happened when a Republican president did every- 
thing in his power to stifle dissent.” 

Note the past tense: “did.” The president in question is Richard 
Nixon, though there are moments in the film that seem like echoes of 
today’s news. 

“In the movie,” says Leaf, “we see government harassment for any- 
one who exercises a dissenting point of view. That seems to have reso- 
nated sadly in recent years. In no way are we making a comparison or 
promoting our politics through this film, but thinking one young 
woman who was watching the film, and there’s a clip where Nixon is 
talking about the South Vietnamese troops being able to take over for 
the American troops and says, have not and not intend set 
a timetable for their withdrawal.’ And this woman was like, ‘I don’t 
believe what I’m hearing.’ It’s not a direct analogy, but it gives people a 
sense that history is repeating itself.” 

Though some aspects the film may seem familiar, others might 
not, especially to younger viewers. 

“There’s void knowledge who John Lennon was and why 
mattered. Certainly people under know was the Beatles, they 
know wrote ‘Imagine,’ they know was murdered. not sure how 
much more they know, and they certainly don’t know the context 


which and Yoko launched their campaign for peace and attracted the 
Nixon administration's attention. That's like a fable from ancient history.” 

Not that the film presents rounded portrait Lennon. Authorized 
by Lennon's widow Yoko Ono, the film portrays Lennon as not far re- 
moved from sainthood. How much control over the project did Ono get 
in return for her cooperation? 

“She was cagey after she first met us,” Leaf recalls. “As the film un- 
folded and she got to know us and we sat through those extensive inter- 
views, she became more open because we weren't asking her questions 
about the lost weekend; we weren't talking about the breakup of the 
Beatles. That’s not the movie. This movie is focused on John and Yoko's 
campaign for peace and how they came under attack. And that’s a com- 
plicated but focused story, and we did what we said we were going to do.” 

Even as such, the film seems one-sided. For example, the only person 
heard from with an opposing viewpoint is G. Gordon Liddy. 

“Everyone who makes a documentary has a point of view,” Leaf says. 
“I think it’s clear what ours is. That said, we wanted to tell the story as 
truthfully as possible and present all sides of it. But the conservative 
commentators we approached to participate in this film were not inter- 
ested. William Safire, George Will, William Kristol, etcetera. In a sense, 
the Nixon administration is indefensible, and so who wants to go on 
camera and say what they did was right?” 

That kind of explains why all documentary filmmakers are liberals. 
Or at least not Republicans. 

know that that’s true,” says Leaf. “Perhaps the truth has 
shades gray, and you have willing understand the complexi- 
ties the world: that there good and evil, but perfect.”

Forget all the hoopla: George Bush 

is still going to have to issue a flurry 
of pardons at the end of his term. The White 
House and a group of dissident Republican 
senators led by John McCain of Arizona may 
have reached a compromise on how to autho- 
rize the CIA's controversial interrogation tac- 
tics for captured terrorism suspects. But the 
hastily conceived legislation — like so much 
recent law expanding federal statutory au- 
thority— will likely fail to do what its shills 
and chief architects promise it will do: con- 
trol the future excesses of CIA interrogators 
and provide CIA operatives with immunity 
for excesses committed between September 
11, 2001 and the passage of this legislation. 

Under the bill, certain “extreme” tactics 
like sleep deprivation, forced hypothermia, 
and biological experiments would be out- 
lawed — and rightfully so. But at the same 
time, the president would be given the au- 
thority to define what other coercive methods 
may be used, even if they conflict with the 
Geneva Conventions. This gaping hole in the 
legislation was carved out by the Bush ad- 
ministration and congressional negotiators in 
response to the Supreme Court's June Hamdan 
opinion, in which the high court ruled that 
interrogators who violated international stan- 
dards could be held accountable under domes- 
tic criminal law. As the Washington Post report- 
ed on September 25, presidential national- 
security adviser Stephen J. Hadley wanted to 
ensure that prosecution could be brought for 
future interrogations only, and even then only 
for the most clearly outrageous tactics. 

But what about prosecutions for rough in- 
terrogations that occurred. between 9/11 and 
the bill’s enactment? In August, “Freedom 
Watch” predicted Bush would have to rely on 
the presidential pardon to exonerate those 
officials and field operatives who tortured 
detainees at the behest of the Commander 
in Chief (“Pardons Are Forever,” News and 
Features, August 18). In the new “compro- 
mise” bill, there is enough ambiguity in the 
distinction between torture versus “merely 
coercive” techniques — neither the bill's sup- 
porters nor critics can be certain, for exam- 
ple, whether “water-boarding” would be al- 
lowed or not — that CIA agents following the 
boss's orders might still have reason to fear 
prosecution once a new administration takes 
office in January 2009. The president won't 
be tossing away the pardon pen just yet. 

After all, one of the hallmarks of modern- 
era federal criminal statutes is that ordi- 
nary people, often ordinary lawyers and 
judges, cannot figure out what is and is not 
acrime. The inability — or perhaps tactical 
unwillingness — of Congress to speak clearly 
plagues this legislation. Pardons remain 
only surefire way protect those who 
least dutifully, follow his 
more dubious orders.

right. few weeks back, wrote that 
three the candidates then running for 
governor — Democrats Chris Gabrieli and 
Deval Patrick and Republican Kerry Healey 
were graduates Harvard College. But 
didn’t mention that Ross, too, Harvard 
alum. Why not? Simple: didn’t know. 
And didn’t know because didn’t check. 
And didn’t check because didn’t think 
Ross real candidate. 

I’m not the only one. Even though 
her place November’s general-election 
ballot assured, and even though she’s 
shared the stage with her better-known 
rivals debates and forums for the past 
several months, Ross treated after- 
thought when the governor’s race comes 
up, if she’s lucky enough to be mentioned 
at all. (The September 25 Boston Herald/FOX- 
25 debate was a notable exception.) There 
are host possible explanations, all 
fairly obvious and reasonably convincing: 
Jill Stein, the 2002 Green-Rainbow nomi- 
nee, got just three percent of the vote; 
Ross has barely registered the polls 
far; she doesn’t have any money; there’s 
absolutely way win. course, 
the rejoinder is equally obvious: how can 
Ross become viable candidate everyone 
refuses take her seriously? 


NOT YOUR AVERAGE LEFTY 
Just to be clear: these are my words, not 
Ross’s. During lengthy interview with 
the Phoenix, the topic her treatment 
the hands the mainstream media came 
only couple times pleasant sur- 
prise, since all too many public figures 
Ross’s end the political spectrum (e.g., 
Dennis Kucinich) tend their 
perceived victimhood. 

fact, even though 
Ross looks like agoniz-

edly reached didn’t even last through the 
night. What we have is a mishmash. It’s 
not going work.” 

more, Ross notes, the originally 
proposed penalty companies that don’t 
insure their employees — $295 per employ- 
per year bargain compared with 
actually providing insurance. “The prob- 
lem the folks who don’t have any health 
coverage all. They didn’t provide health 
coverage for them; what they did was say, 
‘If you don’t get it yourself, we’re gonna 
take your individual tax deduction away.’” 

Ross concludes: talking about 
penalizing way more money than 
they’re talking about penalizing big cor- 
porations like Wal-Mart, where most of 
their workers don’t have health coverage.

Single-payer proponents tend dis- 
missed naive idealists, but Ross doesn’t 
buy it. “Every other industrialized nation 
in the world has it, and it hasn’t destroyed 
their economies,” she says. “We can do it. 
We should do it.” 

There are plenty other noteworthy 
aspects Ross’s platform: for example, 
make fighting global warming 
top state priority, and would push both 
“smart-growth” strategies rare point 
agreement with the Romney administra- 
tion) and expanded use renewable ener- 
gy sources.

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BADLY RUN GOVERNMENT? 


his year, Boston taxpayers have 

already shelled out more than 

million pay for mistakes made 

by city employees. Unfortunately, 

this is not an anomaly. Mistakes 
by Boston city workers — especially the 
police have cost the city more than $50 
million over the past four years. 

Every organization, large public- 
ly traded corporation, a small family busi- 
ness, government entity any size, 
makes mistakes and has pay for them. 
But, when you compare what Boston is 
paying out with what comparable cities 
its size pay settlements and penalties, 
leads this inescapable question: what’s 
wrong with Boston? 

The most recent expense from big 
mistake came three months ago, when 
Boston officials agreed pay Stephan 
Cowans $3.2 million settle his claim that 
the city violated his civil rights wrongly 
imprisoning him for six-and-a-half years. 
That outlay ensured for the fifth straight 
fiscal year that the city would far outspend 
its budget for such payments. 

Boston allocates $3.5 million each year 
for these claims, out its roughly bil- 
lion budget — already more than some 
other cities with similar-size budgets, 
such as Denver ($3 million of a $1.9 billion 
budget) and Austin ($2 million 
billion budget). 

But in the 2003, 2004, and 2005 fiscal 
years, taken together, Boston paid more 
than $23 million in judgments and claims, 
according information provided the 
Phoenix response public-information 
That’s more than double the bud- 
geted $10.5 million for those three years. 

During that same three-year period, 
the city set aside additional $19 mil- 
lion, taken from city revenues, to cover 
costs pending cases. That 
brought the total cost the city’s “Oops 
fund” formally known the Execution 
Courts budget item stagger- 
ing $42 million, $14 million year. 
put that sum perspective, it’s equal 
the entire annual Parks and Recreation 
Department budget. Or, roughly 300 addi- 
tional police officers. 

That’s a hefty tab at a time when, as 
Mayor Thomas Menino constantly reminds 
us, Boston’s city budget stretched 
awfully thin. The city simply doesn’t have

the money for more police, more teach- 
ers, more youth programs, are told. 
Every line item in the budget is as tight as 
a drum and can go no higher. 

But with Execution Courts pay- 
ments, the city’s pockets seem get 
deeper and deeper. Figures are available 
only for the first half the 2006 fiscal 
year (July through December 2005), show- 
ing payments just $1.2 million. But 
that sum skyrocketed the following six 
months, with three reported settlements 
(to wrongly convicted Neil Miller, and 
two people injured during the same post- 
game fiasco October 2004 that ended 
the life Victoria Snelgrove) costing the 
city close million more. 

All three those settlements stem 
from the Boston Police Department (BPD), 
as did at least $8 million in payments over 
the three-and-a-half years from July 2002 
through December 2005. 

That leads some, like Leonard Alkins, 
president the Boston branch the 
NAACP, suggest that the BPD’s 
internal-affairs unit failing weed out 
or retrain bad officers. “An assessment 
should done determine why they are 
spending so much money on these cases, 
and whether could avoided,” says 
Alkins. “You might not have spend 
unnecessary funds lawsuit you 
would just more training disciplin- 
ing those who are continuing not 
follow rules and procedures.” 

Mayor Menino has recently agreed, 
after years refusing, establish 
civilian-review board act watchdog 
over these internal investigations. Perhaps 
just got tired seeing millions flushed 
away each year, much due the 
actions his police officers. 


BUSTING THE $100,000 LIMIT 
The figures would even higher, were 
Boston not protected Massachusetts 
law that sets $100,000 cap (including 
attorney fees) the liability mu- 
nicipalities for the negligence their 
employees. That figure has not changed 
since the law was enacted in 1988, even 
though inflation has reduced the value 
$100,000 nearly half. 

The city therefore kept from pay- 
ing the real costs most cases serious 
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harm. For example, April 2004 the 

city paid Christopher Ruggerio 
about half which went his attor- 
neys. That figure could have been many 
times higher Boston had been liable 

for the actual costs associated with 
Ruggerio’s permanent brain damage, 
which claims have suffered when, 
in 1998, BPD officer James Burgio, on paid 
detail Nancy Whisky’s bar, allegedly 
slammed Ruggerio’s face into door, beat 
him bloody and unconscious, and tossed 
him onto the sidewalk, all for no appar- 
ent reason. 

Another settlement that might have 
been much higher was paid May 2005 
to Maureen Ward, who, in 2001, was driv- 
ing northbound on the expressway. At 
the same time, BPD officer Emmanuel 
Dambreville and his partner were chasing 
suspect through the streets Boston, 
defying three orders stop the pursuit. 
The pair ultimately followed the suspect 
car the wrong way ramp and 
the north-bound expressway, violating 
department policy. The driver they were 
pursuing slammed head-on into 
car. Ward was injured and her car was 
demolished; four years later, May 2005, 
the city settled with Ward for the maxi- 
mum she could receive: $100,000. 

This settlement limit presumably deters 
lot nonsense litigation, but also 
keeps real victims from bringing lawsuits. 
With hope large award, attorneys 
take these cases contingency, and 
few victims have the means spend tens 
thousands dollars up-front. 


This $100,000 cap does not apply, 
however, civil-rights violations, includ- 
ing employee discrimination and wrong- 
ful imprisonment, privacy violations 
such unconstitutional strip-searches. 
Those types cases cost the city dearly 
and the price has only risen over the 
past months. far there have been 
two wrongful-conviction settlements 
(with Miller and Cowans). Plus, jury has 
awarded former BPD Sergeant William 
Broderick $1.5 million, excluding attorney 
fees, for his claim that he was fired after 
blew the whistle police abuse 
court overtime. 

There are more non-damages-capped 
lawsuits pending many involving 
the BPD. Two black police officers, for 
instance, have sued over race- 
discrimination claim. The family 
woman whom police fatally shot the 
back car has sued. has man who 
was arrested and paraded front tele- 
vision cameras for crime had noth- 
ing with. And hundreds police 
officers are awaiting final litigation for 
improper calculation overtime pay, for 
which they have already won hundreds 
thousands dollars. 

Plus, least two wrongfully con- 
victed men have major lawsuits pending. 
A January trial date looms for Shawn 
Drumgold, freed in 2004 after spending 15 
years prison for the murder Tiffany 
Moore. Some observers believe that his 
suit successful, Drumgold who spent 
twice long Stephan Cowans prison 
could set new record for damages

Like many large-city governments, Boston is self-insured — that is, instead 

of paying for an insurance policy to cover its claims, it takes the risk of pay- 
ing everything it gets hit with out of the city coffers. Hence, the “Oops” fund. If, for 
instance, you win a $500 claim against the city for damage to your car, your check 
will come not from some insurance company but directly from the City of Boston; 
the same is true for the $5 million payment to the family of Victoria Snelgrove. This 
way, the city cuts out middleman costs, and also has incentive to make sure its 


employees don't screw up. 


Given the extremes weather, the narrow roads, and the aging infrastructure, 
Boston inevitably faces large number personal-injury and property-damage 
claims. But even factoring that in, direct comparisons with other cities are difficult, 
because cities budget so differently and, in any case, the information is hard to 
come by. Some cities, for instance, include provisions for worker-compensation 
claims their “Oops” funds, while Boston keeps those separate. 

San Francisco similarly self-insured, and spends about $20 million year 
claims and judgments, or roughly 0.3 percent of its $6.5 billion annual city budget. 

Most other large, self-insured cities are the same 0.3 percent 
total budget, including Milwaukee, Omaha, Sacramento, Oakland, Denver, and 
Austin. Philadelphia and New York City with much bigger police forces spend 
more: around one percent of the total city budget. 

Boston held close its $3.5 million budget, would below the 0.3 percent- 
age. But instead, has been spending much more, putting around 0.7 percent 
over the three fiscal years between 2003 and 2005 and rising.

often settles cases quietly, and more often 
than not the payment, along with any 
wrongdoing, goes unnoticed. Unlike some 
municipalities where the city council 
must sign off large settlements, Boston 
allows Mayor Menino to authorize deals 
and cut checks without notifying anyone. 
The settlement with Ward, for example, 
was never reported; nor was Ruggerio’s. 
Nor was last December’s $140,000 settle- 
ment for a woman’s unequal pay at Boston 
Center for Youth and Families.

Few dispute that the BPD greatly 
improved its oversight in the early 
1990s, following the scathing St. Clair 
Commission report, which blasted the 
internal-investigations process.

“What I think you're seeing now is 
slippage,” says civil-litigation attorney 
Howard Friedman. 

Even so, civil suits seem to have affected 
change in Boston — at least in some cases. 

Friedman believes that lawsuits have 
changed the unconstitutional practice 
routine strip-searching not just within 
the department, but also within 
the BPD. Until 1998, when a woman won 
lawsuit against the police, the BPD had 
written policy strip searches, says 
Friedman, who helped bring that case.

Even after 
the BPD instituted policy 1999, “the 
word didn’t seem get around all 
the districts,” Friedman says. Further 
lawsuits — costing the city another 
$89,000 — led to full adoption of the 
formal policy. 

Similarly, a series of lawsuits forced 
police differentiate between people 
trying re-sell Red Sox tickets 
below face value — which is legal — and 
those scalping for profit, says Boston 
attorney Robert Mendillo, who brought 
cases challenging the practice. success- 
ful wrongful-arrest lawsuit changed that 
policy, but took three more lawsuits 
and another $90,000 to convince the 
cops stop making unnecessary arrests. 

Likewise, lawsuits have forced the 
police and fire departments rework 
their clumsily executed diversity policies. 

For every mistake that gets fixed, 
however, it seems that another pops up. 
And not just the police department, 
by any means. 

One case, resolved in January 2005, 
involved inspectional-services em- 
ployees, a team of whom showed up one 
day the home immigrant fam- 
ily Dorchester, with warrant and 
nobody who could speak the family’s 
language order get informed 
consent for a search. The city work- 
ers nevertheless entered the home and 
videotaped supposed evidence that the 
family was running illegal “boarding 
house.” With the help Greater Boston 
Legal Services, the family sued and 
received $139,000. 

The quiet resolution many these 
cases often leaves the public the tax- 
payers unaware the problems that 
cost them so much money, and thus 
unable press for solutions.

Chomsky the General Assembly 
last week. Marx’s Capital would undoubt- 
edly have shot to the top of the bestseller 
list, just as Chomsky’s Hegemony or Survival, 
which Chavez waved enthusiastically 
before the delegates, has done 
Amazon.com. I’m glad about this, but 
grudgingly. I’ve written half dozen rave 
reviews of Chomsky’s books over the 
years why does Hugo get all the attention? 

If Marx (Karl, that is) was an unlikely 
vessel of fame, so Chomsky — in an age of 
star worship — is almost an anti-celebrity. 
Marx was more literary by temperament, 
Chomsky more scientific; and Chomsky had 
the advantage growing the United 
States, which has made him a more consis- 
tent democrat than Marx. But in both cases, 
their rigor, intensity, and austerity their 
radical seriousness — doesn't seem like a 
recipe for popularity. And yet over the past 
decade, polls have seen Marx voted the most 
influential thinker the millennium and

If you do 
agree — if, like 
A Chomsky, you think

class who mostly control it, and that the 
privilege being American citizen makes 
you responsible for doing something about 
that then reading him can feel like 
revelation and summons. 


Actually, that radio interview wasn’t 
the first time heard Chomsky’s name. 
Leonard Bernstein, The Unanswered 
Question, his 1973 Norton Lectures, quoted 
Chomsky’s famous specimen sentence: 
“Colorless green ideas sleep furiously.” 
That was the other world-renowned Noam 
Chomsky, who had reinvented linguis- 
tics in his 30s. Linguistic theorists used 
believe that language was skill, like 
piano-playing, learned 
step-by-step, via stimulus and response. 
But, Chomsky showed, children are 
always saying new things they could 
not have explicitly learned. How that 
possible? Perhaps, suggested, our lan- 
guage faculty more like organ than 
skill: grows, and new stages appear 
age-determined times, with walking 
sex. Chomsky was the first propose 
this new, biologically based model, and it 
has turned the study language upside 
down. None his books linguistics 
have become Amazon bestsellers, but the 
Chomskian revolution cognitive science 
does appear permanent however 
distantly linked his political criticism. 

Do Chomsky’s 30 or so books about poli- 
tics have common theme? Yes, according 
to his critics: that America is omnipotent, 
monolithic, and uniquely malevolent, 
bad Nazi Germany and responsible for all 
the evil the contemporary world. that 
were true, you might wonder why anyone 
would bother reading him. But it’s not. 

the contrary: according Chomsky, 
America like every other country that 
has ever existed this fundamental sense: 
it contains powerful elites who try, with 
much success, influence government 
policy their own interests while the 
same time portraying those interests the 
“national interest” “general good.” 

This all but obvious domestic poli- 
tics. Practically one believes that the 
industry the pharmaceutical 
industry the credit-card industry the 
banking industry the energy industry 
the entertainment industry has the 
public welfare heart, anyone’s wel- 
fare heart except their executives’ and 
shareholders’. And few people who read the 
newspapers believe that those or any other 
industries behave fairly democratically 
promoting their interests. But apparently 
skepticism stops the water’s edge. Most 
Americans, including most intellectuals, 
believe that, unlike every other country 
that has ever existed, the United States 
acts internationally advance noble ideals 
liberty and jusiice for all rather than 
advance the interests its dominant elites. 

Nonsense, Chomsky replies. 
Sometimes American foreign policy 
aims benefit individual industries, 
when overthrew the government 


Guatemala, in 1954, on behalf of American 
agribusiness, and the government of Iran, 
1953, behalf American oil compa- 
nies. Sometimes aims control valu- 
able resources, like Venezuelan or Middle 
Eastern oil and gas. Above all, aims 
set the rules the global economic game 
establish business climate favorable 
the over much the world pos- 
sible. How that accomplished, how 

disguised intellectuals, and what 
implies for those the receiving end 
American policy: this, harrowing detail 
and lucid, impassioned prose, the sub- 
stance of those 30 books. 


LIBERAL BLOODHOUNDS 

This argument plays well the rest the 
world, which pretty much unanimous 
regarding the rogue empire. But 
American intellectuals resent being por- 
trayed deluded conformist. Not sur- 
prisingly, host neoconservatives have 
responded with books like Peter 

Collier and David Horowitz’s 2004 The Anti- 
Chomsky Reader and several incensed Web 
sites. More interesting, however, are the 
many sterling liberals, such Todd Git- 
lin, Christopher Hitchens, Paul Berman, 
and Michael Walzer, who have taken aim 
at Chomsky. 

their gripe? Apart from the all- 
purpose and not very informative putdown 
(“simplistic”), they have four main topics 
complaint: Israel, Cambodia, Kosovo, and 
9/11. Chomsky claims that deter- 
mination hold occupied territories 
and its disproportionate use force against 
Palestinians partly blame for the stale- 
the Middle East. His critics reply 
that understates Israel’s vulnerability 
and Palestinian hostility. Chomsky claimed 
that, as of 1979, Khmer Rouge genocide in 
Cambodia was not proven. His critics reply 
that incapable recognizing evil unless 
it’s committed the US. Chomsky claimed 
that the bombed Serbia 1999 for geo- 
reasons, assert NATO’s jurisdic- 
tion. His critics reply that Chomsky’s insis- 
tence blaming America kept him from 
recognizing that genocide Kosovo was 
imminent. Chomsky pointed out after 9/11 
that the has also committed atrocities, 
some quite recently. His critics reply that this 
was poor taste. 

Whether there grain (or bushel) 
truth these criticisms, have 
decide for yourself. too much 
partisan to pronounce.

Boston club king Dj RICKY FATTS is a busy man. 
“Right now I'm Djing five nights and promot- 
ing one. | got Tuesdays off. Wednesday nights I'm at 
the Wonder Bar, Thursday night's Saint, Friday night 
Redline, Saturday night Felt, Sunday night's Saint, 
and Mondays | help promote the industry night at 
Saint. Usually I'm not too busy until 
around Christmas time, but it’s been 
an odd year.” Since getting his break as 
a lighting technician on Lansdowne 
Street more than 10 years ago, Fatts has 
seen a lot of changes. “It was definitely 
a lot better at one point. The big clubs 
auch died, the wanna-be New 
ork lounge blew up. The Euro scene kinda disap- 
peare d,. the — scene started to come up. It seems 


to be gett 


ting better now. It seems people are getting a 

little tired o { the lowest denominator-type nights, of 
the same old same old, which is definitely a good 
thing, and club owners are starting to get a little 
more again.” 

One such club is Redline in Harvard Square, which 
has given Fatt ts free rein on its Friday Alternative 
night. “I'll play some Stevie Wonder to Salsa to 
Kraftwerk to whatever the hell I want and people are 
receptive. Everyone from Harvard professors off-du- 
ty cops to college kids to friends of mine that want to 
go out in Cambridge. Sometimes we'll have people vis- 
iting Harvard Square like from China whatever and 
they'll come in. So I'm everywhere. | try to get a lot of 
Latin in there too. I'm Latino, and there are also a lot of 
Latinos that end up comin’ out.” If he can’t get it done 
in the club, he will do it on the low, in after-hours loft 
parties. “They're getting rid of so many of the artist 
loft spaces around town so it’s kind of tough, but you 
don't want to start getting the word out too early.’ 

As a long-time Boston resident, Fatts knows just 
about everyone in clubland, and he leverages these 
people make the after-hours work. “You plant peo- 
ple few clubs around the city the end the 
night to go around and tell everyone that they know. 
Each person goes to the people they know that have 
big mouths, then you text the actual address. Kinda 
word-of-mouth-type thing. It just goes out and you do 
all that night. Try get and get out without get- 
ting into too much trouble.” His knowledge of the 
scene also gives him historical perspective. “Back 
the day there were lot more parties like that, and 
trying to get that going because those are still the 
most epic most fun parties that people still talk about 
today. It might get a little too hot or too funky in 
there, but other than that you can hang out as long as 
you want — as long as people are awake.” 

The late-end escapades are essential to Fatts in 
that the club might close down just as people are re- 
ally moving. Plus, “I love doing what I do — I could 
play for 12 hours straight. Just give me an outlet and 
give person watch and listen and roll, you 
know?” also proving capable producer. 
His DJ Ricky Fatts production moniker sits on My-

When Boston-bred rocker BLEU first toyed 

with the idea of recording an album in the or 
chestral-pop style of Jeff Lynne’s ELO, it wasn't 
something he took all that seriously. But as the 
group who'd come to be known as L.E.0. shaped up 
he found they had a real knack for Electric Light or 
chestrations. It started when MIKE VIOLA, a 
Boston transplant in NYC, invited Bleu to join him 
during a Paradise Lounge residency for a cover of 
ELO’s “Telephone Line.” It grew until Bleu had 
recorded an entire album of faux ELO tunes, L.E.0's 
Alpacas Orgling, which is due October 17. Along with 
Viola, the cast includes Bostonian TONY GODDESS 
Boston-expat PAULA KELLEY, and the HANSON 
brothers 

Bleu, who's just moved to LA, says he wasn't 

looking for something “cool” to do — “It's such a 
ridiculously unhip project in almost every way that 
it’s crossed over to be the hippest thing around 
He has two more discs in the works, a proper Bleu 


album and one by another side project. And he's 
‘trying to find a new home” after his recent split 
with Aware/Columbia. But he admits, “I'm luckier 
than most, because | have this L.E.0. record to 
keep me occupied until then.” He also has three 
East Coast dates coming up that include Novem- 
ber 11 at TT. the Bear's Place, where he and his 
backing band are likely to play several L.E.0. songs 

Battles of the bands are a staple of any local 
scene, but the third annual “GLOBAL BATTLE OF 
THE BANDS” takes right over the top. Bands 
from 33 countries will compete for a top prize of

“SLAY-YERRRR!’ — and I guarantee that 
from somewhere nearby you will get a 
grunt or chuckle of affirmation, if not an 
actual assenting howl. Even in the ladies’. 
Slayer have never changed, never fucked 
around: they went straight into the brain- 
stem and stayed there. 

And the brainstem there light. 
Since they revealed their Nazi fetish with 
1986's Angel of Death, Slayer have been at- 
tended by certain questions. Question #1: 
are Slayer bigots? Of course they are. You 
don’t change the last line of Minor Threat’s 
‘Guilty of Being White” to “Guilty of Being 
RIGHT!”, as Tom Araya did on the 1996 cov- 


ers album Undisputed Attitude, without hav- 
ing some sort supremacist grind. 
Metal reveres above all the single mind, the 
mind undivided doubt the gentle 
dialectics of sanity. That’s why metal front- 
men sing in the voices of tyrants, deities, 
serial killers, and werewolves. If you want 
it straight, you’re going to have to take 
your dose of illiberalism. 

Question #2: are Slayer Satanists? Are 
they league with the Devil? would 
nice think so; would nice think 
that such meticulous ferocity as theirs is 
arrived only via compact with the infer- 
nal. But despite repeated shout-outs 
“Hail Satan!”, “I've made my choice!/666!” 
the Satanic presence not much felt 
all screamingly up-front. The anti-Chris- 
tianity is full-blooded enough, but the dia- 


bolism doesn’t convince. Feels more like 
something for the fans, actually. best, 
the Great Goat might like Rick Rubin 
executive producer. 

The point that Slayer are profession 
barking-mad absolutists and inflamers 
taboo. There’s nothing resembling ide- 
ology good bad their work: the 
closest thing they have political pro- 
gram, learn from the 16-page oral 
history the new issue Decibel maga- 
zine, bizarre group loyalty TGI Fri- 
days. (Slayer relaxing en masse in TGI Fri- 
days . . . now there’s a fine American im- 
age.) They are also gorehounds; the world 
to them is a buffet of horrors, a beautiful 
spread. Racism, Nazism, Satanism — load 
and slap the face the main- 
stream. And get sued, with any luck. The 
prize this time goes terrorist’s- 
eye view of 9/11. Martin Amis recently tried 
something like this in a short story in the 
New Yorker and generated only moderate 
controversy, but you never know. Of 
course, Slayer’s take is a little different: to 
the matter hand the great wars be- 
lief that are shattering the planet they 
have nothing contribute except species 
of grinning heathen relish. “Your tortured 
screams!/Your decrypted little mind!” The 
song begins, weirdly, like something by 
Who Made Who-era AC/DC clipped, bluesy 
chords, thick kickdrum and hi-hat — be- 
fore shuddering and snapping into the usu- 
heads-down attack: will see you 
alive/Screaming for your will watch 
you die/This is God’s War/God’s WAR!” So 
that’s “Jihad.” And if someone from the 
Wall Street Journal would oblige the band by 
huffing into print about it, they would 
most grateful. 

The songs and lyrics here are mainly by 
Kerry King, Slayer’s mirthless guitarist/Su- 
the slasher-flick are 
served with side dish sub-Nietzschean 
blowharding. “I am the culmination!”, 
puffs “Catalyst,” Phil Anselmo-style. “The 
fucking standard that all will follow!” 
“Skeleton Christ” declares, laugh the 
abortion known as Christianity!”; 
“Supremist” — yup, “Supremist” — promis- 
es “cleansation of the weak.” (“Cleansation” 
one the two excellent Slayer coinages 
on this album; the other is “despondence.”) 
And the sound is still the sound that Rubin 
gave them for Reign Blood: reverb-free, ul- 
tra-dry, brutally present. Two hundred 
years ago, Greg Ginn stole blood-caked 
chalice from the temple Metal help 
him write the intro Black Flag’s “Life 
Pain.” Slayer stole it back. 

One day, perhaps, may see diminish- 
ing returns set in. Slayer may weaken, slack- 
en, Ching-a-Ling. Against which sad 
hour have prepared for them smail list 
suggested song titles and themes. Some ex- 
amples: “Extraordinary Rendition,” about 
hard time in an Azerbaijani prison; “Extinc- 
tion of Perishment,” about a cosmic battle in 
which Kerry King conquers the forces 
death (too supernatural?); “Apocalyptocrat,” 
about Satan becoming president the US. 
have more — much more — but on the evi- 
dence of Christ Illusion they won't be needed 
anytime soon. &

The sonic growth the Mars Volta

The Mars Volta’s new Amputechture 

(Universal) is the first album the Los 
prog-punk ensemble have 
made that doesn’t have a unifying story 
line. Their full-length debut, De-Loused in 
the Comatorium (2003), commemorated the 
life of Julio Venegas, mentor to singer 
Cedric Bixler-Zavala and guitarist Omar 
Rodriguez-Lopez; Frances the Mute (2005) 
told adopted kid whose diary former 
band member Jeremy Ward (who died in 
2003) found in the back of a used car. (Scab 
Dates, a live album the Mars Volta re- 
leased last year, offered the drama of an 
audience withstanding inhuman 
amounts of free-jazz noise terrorism.) 

Yet since forming in 2001 out of the 
ashes the late, great Paso emo-punk 
band At the Drive-In, the Mars Volta (who 
open for the Red Hot Chili Peppers Oc- 
tober 2 at the Garden) have told just one 
story, and that’s the flying their collec- 
tive freak flag after spending years inhab- 
iting regimented, neo-puritanical hard- 
core underground. the Drive-In were 
plenty arty (especially considered the 
context the subsequent emo acts they 
inadvertently inspired), but on Amputech- 
ture Bixler-Zavala and Rodriguez-Lopez cut 
loose, doling out 13-minute songs, guitar 
solos that sound like fax machine dy- 
ing, and lyrical tone poetry stuffed with 
invented words and phrases seemingly 
cribbed from extraterrestrial medical 
textbooks. Bixler-Zavala can talk about 
concept, but this is music about freedom. 

And how lovely that freedom sounds 
the band’s least aggressive, most nu- 
anced recording yet, Bixler-Zavala and 
Rodriguez-Lopez discover that liberty 
comes more than one flavor. the 


opener, Vicarious Atonement,” 
Bixler-Zavala works his tender falsetto 
over woozy space-blues lullaby that 
could Air Portishead Pink Floyd; 
near the end, a hotel-bar piano starts 
tinkling away while Rodriguez-Lopez’s 
gentle-weep guitar impersonates 
saxophone (or vice versa). “Vermicide” 
another gorgeous slow jam complete 
with freak-folk flute whisper and 
brushed-drum shuffle; like Frances the 
Mute’s big radio single, “The Widow,” 
it’s what always wished Tool frontman 
Maynard James Keenan’s radio-friendly 
side project Perfect Circle would 
sound like. “Asilos Magdalena” 
acoustic ballad sung Spanish that 
has nothing with emo punk 
prog, for that matter. 

Equally telling are the smaller 
changes you can hear the loud rock 
material. “Viscera Eyes” sports greasy 
organ and wailing brass section that 
gives the grungy guitars the funky tang 
classic Frank Zappa; another di- 
mension, it’s killer roadhouse R&B. 
Bixler-Zavala overdubs his vocals 
“Meccamputechture” into little bundles 
glam-pop glitter, Freddy Mercury 
were fronting Santana. And 
Ciervo Vulnerado,” Rodriguez-Lopez 
surrounds his six-string sorcery with 
droning sitar that gives the track 
hallucinatory vibe. these 
cuts, the band’s narrative starts to 
look pretty conventional: maturity 
happens.

There's also an enormous stylistic chasm 
that separates Benson's classic zsthetic, 
which steeped the tidy hooks, clean 
guitars, and lightly psychedelic undertones 
Beatlesque power pop, from the Stripes’ 
raucous garage blooze. Benson signed di- 
rectly to a major label (Virgin) for his debut, 
hooked with Raspberries-pop master Ja- 
son Faulkner (of Jellyfish), and then had to 
re-record the whole damn thing at the la- 
behest with more alt-rock-oriented 
producer, Ethan James of Jane’s Addiction 
fame. The Stripes, meanwhile, went lo-fi 
DIY all the way, releasing their albums on 
the tiny garage-rock label Sympathy for the 
Record Industry until 2003, when, their au- 
dience having grown beyond Sympathy’s 
distribution capacity, deal with the mini- 
major V2 was worked out. 
But the White Stripes weren't just show- 


ing their own sympathy for what the record 
industry had done to Benson by bringing 
him along on tour. It turns out that White 
and Benson are long-time pals been 
writing songs and trading hooks for years. 
As White explains when I catch him and 
Benson on their cells during a tour-bus ride 
to Dallas, “We met in Detroit, where we 
both lived, and we shared a lot of the same 
musical sensibilities. Maybe didn’t play 
the same type music, but both liked 
Dylan. | remember seeing him play ‘Isis’ one 
night. was shocked that remembered all 
the words. had covered that song too, 
there were little things like that.

Of course, the Raconteurs were never go- 
ing just any band. Jack White fully 
branded, hot rock commodity.

Tyner, Coltrane, Kenny Garrett, and Branford Marsalis

playing changes!” That’s what 

young jazz-pianist acquaintance of 
mine announced exultantly to one 
his musical buddies back the 
early ’7os. 

was funny thing say. Jazz musicians 
cut their teeth changes, the chord progres- 
sions that underlie the structure of every 
tune. So the young pianist was supposed to be 
playing changes. The reason hadn’t been 
can be attributed to one man: McCoy Tyner. 

Or maybe two, the other being John 
Coltrane. Coltrane’s quartet of 1960-’65 with 
Tyner, bassist Jimmy Garrison, and drummer 
Elvin Jones is considered the most influential 
band in the history of jazz. And together they 
helped make modal jazz central to the main- 
stream. Rather than playing “changes,” the 
band would play modal scales over single 
chord for long they wanted. the 
saying goes, not everything in a piece of mu- 
sic can complicated. You can play complex 
rhythms, complex melodies, complex har- 
monies — but not all at once, or the density 
the piece becomes impenetrable. 

The Coltrane Quartet pushed the idea 
playing extended complex scalar patterns 
over ever-increasing free rhythms and a sim- 
ple, grounding drone figure. was Tyner’s 
job state that grounding drone his left 
hand with alternating sevenths and ioths 
the way sarod establishes the underlying 
drone of Indian music. 

Part what was attractive young musi- 
cians following the Coltrane Quartet’s wake 
was that with such procedure you could play 
just about any melodic pattern and have 
correct, least not wrong. But correct isn’t 
always interesting. for every Joe Farrell 
Dave Liebman Michael Brecker saxo- 
phonists who were able create their own 
identities within the sphere Coltrane’s 
influence there were scores reedmen who 
sounded like verbose imitators, spinning their 
wheels exercise-book patterns. And aside 
from Joanne Brackeen, most Tyner stylists of 
the era are lost memory. Modal jazz may 
easier learn how play, but it’s not easy 
make interesting — and there are no shortcuts 
singular spiritual intensity. 

One thing learned that isn’t 
just a matter of loud and fast, either. Like 
Coltrane, Tyner (who comes the Berklee 
Performance Center this Saturday with a 
septet as part of the BeanTown Jazz Festival) 

has always had something else. He’s always 
had the rumbling power and finger 
speed hold his own with drummers dy- 
namic as Jones and a tenor as big as Coltrane. 
But Tyner also has that one indefinable thing 
that not many jazz pianists have: touch. pi- 
ano just sounds different when plays it, 
what the individual notes chords. 
From the very first chord, the piano sounds

like Tyner piano way that has nothing 
with power volume. his own way, 
his touch distinctive Hank 
Coltrane attributed Tyner’s sound to his par- 
ticular voicings chords and clusters 
something that made even familiar chord 
progressions sound distinctive. 

“You have have some talent!”, Tyner 
laughs when press him the issue over 
the phone from his New York’s Up- 
per East Side. don’t think you can too 
much without that.” Tyner points out that 
the piano essentially percussive, and 
says that his own dexterity at- 
tributable his early years playing conga 
drums. (He gave it up because he was hurt- 
ing his hands.) But he adds that he studied 
all kinds music growing up. had books 
Chopin, had the R&B experience, played 
for a dance school, did some Latin things.

It’s not necessarily 
technique, it’s how you embrace the instru- 
ment. And how you use the pedals, and all 
those things, that determine your sound.” 

also sometimes forgotten that 
Tyner, like Coltrane, was not exclusively a 


modal player, and that the modal experiment 
was extension their encyclopedic knowl- 
edge harmony. Hearing Tyner play with his 
big band in the ’90s, I was struck by how his 
style reached back past his immediate prede- 
cessors and heroes, Bud Powell and Thelonious 
Monk, the full chordal style and stride 
rhythms Art Tatum. And you can hear that 
too on his 2000 tribute album, Roots (Telarc). 
“Art set precedent for pianists because re- 
ally played the instrument completely. But I do 
think that what belongs to you, your identity, 
your personality, has a lot to do with your 
sound. was pretty stubborn guy: always

Two recent CDs by jazz musicians in 
their gos show that Coltrane is very much 
alive: Kenny Garrett’s Beyond the Wall (None- 
such) and the Branford Marsalis Quartet's 
Braggtown (Marsalis Music/Rounder). Gar- 
rett (who plays the massive BeanTown free 
block party on September 30) has been tour- 
ing for the past couple of years with 
Coltrane’s late-period running partner 
Pharoah Sanders, but The Great Wall is their 
first studio album together. It’s ostensibly 
inspired by Garrett’s travels through China; 
samples chanting Tibetan monks and de- 
ploys the string instrument the erhu. But 
the touchstone throughout Coltrane 
the droning pedal harmonies, the play- 
ing of Garrett and Sanders, in the mantra- 
like devotional themes.

On “Jack Baker” especially, Marsalis takes 
Coltrane out the exercise books and 
plumbs him for his own deep, personal ex- 
pression, exploring rhythmic motifs from 
every angle, repeating them, bending 
them, extending them into split-tone ec- 
stasies, hitting idea and staying with 
it, fully committed.

The jacket came off 
and he switched to English: “And in My Chair” (“Et moi 
dans mon coin”), “You've Got To Learn” (“Il faut savoir”), 
“She” (from Notting Hill). After a humorous exchange with 
the lighting crew he got an intimate mood for “Isabelle.” 
“Un mort vivant” paid tribute to Daniel Pearl; “The Old- 
Fashioned Way” (which he sang on the first season of The

Muppet Show) found him waltzing with himself while mir- 


ror ball descended; “What Makes a Man a Man?” (“Comme 
was, so we got “;Quién?”, and then the concluding volley of 
hits, “La bohéme” (which the full house had been calling 
for since the fourth number), “Take Me Along” (“Emmenez- 
moi”), and “Yesterday” (“Hier encore”).

Burned Mind, Wolf Eyes’ 869th re 
lease, on the unsuspecting ears of 
Iron and Wine fans throughout 
North America. The Metal Machine 
Music of underground noisecore, 
Burned Mind owed a large part of its 
shock value to context rather than 
content. Human Animal, the trio's 
second Sub Pop disc (and first fea- 
turing new member Mike Connelly, 
also of scene heavies Hair Police), 
doesn’t enjoy that benefit: Wolf 
Eyes are a known quantity now, so 
their free-form loop skronk has to 
capture your attention on its own 
merits, and the lower-key material 
here doesn’t do that. The echo-satu 
rated clang works as background 
music if you're washing dishes in a 
haunted house or performing at 
home knee surgery, but hunker 
down with the sound by itself and 
it evaporates like stale smoke.

coveries. And Mew are the unclas 
sifiable Danish quartet at the top of 
the list. This release is a prog-rock 
tour-de-force crafted as one long 
song. Transitional time signature 
changes and careful overlapping 
passages give it the air of a sym- 
phonic arrangement. “The Zookeep- 
er’s Boy” morphs from brutal, 
fleshy bass thumping into a twin 
kling falsetto chant; “Fox Club” is 
an all-too-brief 65-second placehold 


er, and “Special,” like the gorgeous 
Scandinavian blonde who dyes her 
hair black to stand out in a crowd, 
has definite single potential — or 
maybe it’s just a four-plus-minute 
hook.

Islander DiMeola played a pivotal 
role in the development of fusion 
guitar. He was the link between the 
blazing, spiritually inspired mas 
tery of Mahavishnu Orchestra 
leader John McLaughlin and the 
technique-driven contemporary rul- 
ing class of pyro-jazz six-stringers 
that includes Mike Stern and Scott 
Henderson. Along the way he in- 
vented a muted picking style that 
remains the key to his distinctive 
language. In the '7os and "80s, 
when he emerged in Return to For 
ever and began a solo career, he 
usually spoke that language with a 
Cibson guitar plugged into a Mar- 
shall amp, obtaining a sound that 
was sophisticated, raw, and excit- 
ing. Over much of the past decade 
he’s favored acoustic instruments

and guitar synthesizers in his solo 
work. His long-time fans will be 
thrilled with his return to solid 
body electric instruments on this al 
bum.

DiMe 
ola’s command of syncopation and 
his colorful Latin influences keep 
Consequence of Chaos as interesting 
and vaguely exotic as many of the 
numbers on his pioneering Elegant 
Gypsy (Columbia). And “Odyssey” 
and “Red Moon” feature his classic 
sweet ‘n’ saturated tone in passages 
that play out like mini shred fests.

ROPE | Emergent/92E | Chris 
Knight began writing this album 
aiming for a hit on country radio, 
the only mass arena left for his 
blend of 1970s-'80s rock, folk, and 
country. But he couldn't bring him- 
self to do it, ending up instead with 
the same John-Prine-to-Steve-Earle 
brand that has won him only a 
small following over three previous 
discs. That might explain the title 
of album #4, a 13-cut set that 
twangs a little less and rocks a little 
harder than its predecessors. Yet as 
it turns out, this native of Slaugh 
ter, Kentucky (population: 238), has 
never gone deeper into country’s 
themes. Although he still parties 
hard (“River Road”) and gets right 
eously pissed (“Dirt”), most of the 
best cuts are bittersweet reality 
checks like the title track, an imagi- 
nary tale of a rope feeder now trying 
to reel it in: “There's a tavern down 
the highway/I go to drink some 
beers/And wash down all I'm miss- 
ing by hanging around here/Then | 
drive back to the trailer/I make up 
with my wife/I kiss my sleeping 
children/And I get on with my life.” 
Too real for country radio, but not 
for fans of Prine and Earle or, for 
that matter, Hank and Merle.

Here he 
plays the cello in accompaniment 
and is often joined by percussion on 
a disc that feels even more intro: 
spective than Calling Out of Context 
The most delicate of support music, 
it accentuates the delicacy of his 
singing. His usual topic is himself: 
his loneliness; his search (unsuc 
cessful but always optimistic) for re 
al, physical love; his daydreams. As 
always with Russell, who was one of 
the disco era's most imaginative hu 
morists, the search takes place ina 
dance-music context full of exotic 
rhythms recalling the music of Dr 
Buzzard's Savannah Band.

John Huston the Brattle

John Huston had such a long, illustrious 
career film director just few years 
short of half a century — that any series in 
his honor that isn’t comprehensive has 
feel truncated. At 14 pictures, the Brattle’s 
tribute is generous; still, you wince at 

the omission The African Queen, and you 
wonder why, selecting from among his 
final films, anyone would opt for Under the 
rather than Prizzi’s Honor The Dead. 
would nice see The Bible the big 
screen again, but then again, the double 
bill Moby Dick and The Red Badge Courage 
isn’t a conventional choice, and both are 
magnificent look at, the second its 
richly brooding ocean colors (shot Hus- 
ton’s favorite cinematographer, Oswald 
Morris), the first in black and white, lit by 
Harold Rosson suggest Matthew Brady 
and tintypes. 

When most people think Huston’s 
movies, it’s probably Hemingwayesque 
masculine terms. made half dozen 
pictures with Bogart, including Bogart’s 
three best — The Maltese Falcon, which 
marked Huston’s astonishing debut 
1941, The Treasure the Sierra Madre, and 
The African Queen. The series offers movies 
about boxers (Fat City), colonial adventur- 
ers (The Man Who Would Be King), Civil War 
soldiers (The Red Badge Courage), whalers 
(Moby Dick), Wild Westerners (The Life and 
Times Judge Roy Bean), modern-day cow- 
boys (The Misfits). You see how directed 
such men’s men Clark Gable, Paul 
Newman, Sterling Hayden (in the tight, 
efficient heist picture The Asphalt Jungle), 
and, the self-doubting protagonist 
Red Badge Courage, the most highly deco- 
tated veteran the Second World War, 
Audie Murphy. 

But you look carefully the mate- 
rial was drawn to, also shares tone 
irony, often the extravagant, roman- 
tic kind. The end-of-the-line cowboys 
played Gable and Montgomery Clift 
The Misfits sell mustang meat for dog 
food. Henry Fleming Huston’s beauti- 
ful (if infamously edited) treatment The 
Red Badge Courage coward before 


becomes a hero in battle; heroism sneaks 
up on him and his companions, and then 
some other regiment gets the glory. The 
fade-outs of The Asphalt Jungle, Moby Dick, 
Reflections in a Golden Eye, and The Man Who 
Would King not mention the cel- 
ebrated ones The Maltese Falcon and Sierra 
Madre — are rife with irony. So is Huston’s 
treatment, over and over, of the men who 
possess the old-fashioned male virtues 
pride, loyalty, bravery, physical prowess, 
stick-to-it-iveness, stoicism, and solitari- 
ness. Which isn’t say that doesn’t 
admire the hell out those men. 

Many his movies are literary adapta- 
tions. A passionate reader, he was auda- 
cious the work brought the screen 
— Joyce, Flannery O’Connor, Genesis. In 
this series you find, among transcriptions 
Carson McCullers, Stephen Crane, 
Rudyard Kipling, and Dashiell Hammett, 
film Malcolm Lowry’s notoriously inte- 
rior novel Under the Volcano. There’s also 
version Tennessee Williams’s 
play The Night the Iguana and collabora- 
tion with Arthur Miller, The Misfits, which 
Miller wrote for his wife, Marilyn Monroe 
though truth Monroe comes off far 
better, at the outset of her career, as Louis 
Calhern’s luscious mistress The Asphalt 
Jungle. Huston almost always did the 
adaptations himself, either alone 
tandem with someone else (often An- 
thony Veiller); had remarkable feel 
for how find the dramatic rhythms 
fiction. It’s telling that when let 
Leonard Gardner adapt his own Fat City, 
1972, Gardner botched it. The movie feels 
the monologues, the clumsy exposition, 
the lack shape, the focus novelistic 
rather than dramatic detail. 

Aside from The Night the Iguana, with 
lethally miscast Richard Burton the 
ex-minister tour guide who breaks down 
during bus trip Mexico, movie that 
makes nonsense out one Williams’s 
most lyrical and profound plays, don’t 
think there’s single picture among 
these that would skip. Even the lesser 
entries frame marvelous performances: 
Clift and Thelma Ritter The Misfits, Jeff 
Bridges the young fighter Fat City, 
Albert Finney the dipsomaniac consul 
in Under the Volcano, Paul Newman reach- 
ing the craggy bottom his register 
lowdown comic turn Judge Roy Bean. 


The 1963 The List of Adrian Messenger, which 
seldom surfaces, is an amusingly under- 
stated murder mystery with British set- 
ting whose plot cross between tale 
World War skullduggery and the old 
Alec Guinness black comedy Kind Hearts and 
(It has second layer intrigue: 
several Hollywood stars appear under 
mounds disfiguring make-up and 
aren’t revealed until the end credits.) Bill- 
ing with Beat the Devil was smart idea: 
together they make for night utterly 
insignificant entertainment. Bogart, 
the way, the only member the Beat the 
Devil ensemble who isn’t funny and doesn’t 
seem having very good time. The 
others — Peter Lorre; Robert Morley; 

Gina Lollobrigida; Edward Underdown; 
tight-voiced, waspish Ivor Barnard; ca- 
daver-faced Marco Tulli; Jennifer Jones 
blond wig are outrageous. But don’t 
look for narrative coherence: Huston and 
Truman Capote are said have written 
the script on the set, and the whole pro- 
duction touched with the lunatic spirit 
improvisation. 

Huston was one leg- 
endary actor’s directors, and he didn’t 
often make casting errors. (His worst was 
Cregory Peck Captain Ahab, though the 
movie has wonderful sequences espe- 
cially the seaport-chapel sermon delivered 
Orson Welles Father Mapple.) This 
centennial tribute full fine acting: 
Bogart and Walter Huston in Sierra Madre,

Bogart and the whole supporting cast (es- 
pecially Mary Astor) The Maltese Falcon, 
Sterling Hayden and Louis Calhern The 
Asphalt Jungle.

rell. But she bowed out movies the 
late '30s, nearly half a century before 
she died, and she’s long been forgot- 
ten. In its series “Centennial Starlets: 
Anna May Wong and Janet Caynor,” 

the Harvard Film Archive is providing a 
rare opportunity see some 
work — 16 features and the 1926 short, 
“Pep the that prompted Fox 
sign her for her first full-length pic- 
ture. She leaped stardom: 1928 she 
had already won her Oscar, for a trio of 
films: Seventh Heaven and Street Angel, both 
directed Frank Borzage and co-starring 
Farrell, and Sunrise, directed by F.W. 
Murnau. This weekend you can see all 
three, as well as her first two silents, 
The Johnstown Flood and The Shamrock Handi- 
cap, and her last one, Lucky Star, another 
collaboration with Borzage and Farrell. 
Movie buffs may want to arrange 

their Saturday and Sunday schedules 
accordingly. 

Neither The Johnstown Flood, a melodrama 
so clunky it almost descends into farce, 
nor The Shamrock Handicap, a slice of horse- 
race blarney from John Ford, gives much of 
an indication of what Borzage and Murnau 
might have seen in Gaynor. Diminutive, 
with a sweet, compact face, she’s very 
photogenic but she hasn’t much 
either picture. Fortunately, Borzage, a Salt 
Lake native who found in the elaborate, 
stylized Hollywood of the late '20s the 
ideal resources for a distinctively 19th- 
century vision, and Murnau, a German 
Expressionist who, emigrating to Hol- 
lywood the peak his career, decided 
American actors for his adaptation 
his countryman Hermann Sudermann’s 
novel A Trip to Tilsit, both fastened on Gaynor 
as the embodiment of their separate ver- 
sions of romanticism. They located her 
poignant, waif-like quality, her depth 
feeling (at her best, she can stand proudly 
alongside Lillian and Mary Pickford), 
and a quite startling expressive range. In 
Sunrise, she’s the heartbroken country wife 
whose husband (George O’Brien, who'd 


played scenes with her in The Johnstown 
Flood) is in thrall to a vamp from the city 
(Margaret Livingston); he plots to drown 
his wife but comes to his senses and then 
has to win back her trust. As Angela in 
Street Angel, she’s a desperately poor Nea- 
politan girl who descends thievery and 
solicitation to cadge money for her dying 
mother’s medicine; caught and sent to 
prison, she escapes with traveling cir- 
cus, becoming independent and free-spir- 
ited. Farrell is Gino, the carefree painter 
who falls love with her face and joins 
the circus can paint her. Lucky Star 
he’s soldier crippled the First World 
War and she’s farm girl, brought bya 
strict, unhappy mother (Hedwiga Reich- 
er) to be neither honest nor clean, whom 
he mentors and transforms. (I wasn't able 
to see Seventh Heaven.) 

The longer Borzage stayed in Holly- 
wood (he made his last film in 1959), the 
more the system trashed his gifts, but he 
was one of a kind. His fragile, improb- 
ably high-flown romantic style paint- 
erly and theatrical (the opening images 
Street Angel and Lucky Star recall both 
stage sets and canvases, though the cam- 
erawork is fluid and airy), and it brings 
out the finest in his actors, of whom he 
makes extensive emotional demands. 
When Angela injures her ankle fall 
during a show, Gino takes her back to 
Naples gondola, where they set 
know she’s run away from the law, and 
inevitably catches with her. Gino 
has just had his first break he’s been 
hired paint mural for theater lobby 
and the flat with basket 
food and champagne. And ring: 
wants her to marry him the next day. 
That's when the knock comes at her door 
the cop who arrested her once before 
has arrived take her away. She begs 
him for the indulgence hour she 
can celebrate with Gino, then steal away.

That’s how you have to think about 
Borzage — as if he were staging 19th 
century operas with miraculous happy 
endings. (Street Angel distinctly Puccini- 
esque.) In Lucky Star, which was believed 
lost for many years, Gaynor has one ex- 
traordinary scene after another, and Far- 
rell astounding. His Tim upbeat: 
lives on his own, adapting cheerfully to 
his physical limitations, using his time

to fix things (like a mini» ure Victrola) 
that are smashed up, like wim. But his 
attitude severely challenged when 
falls love with Gaynor’s Mary; alone 
his cottage, heaves himself painfully 
out of his wheelchair and practices with 
crutches, falling over and over again and 
getting slowly to his feet to try again, 
daring himself consider the possibil- 
ity that he can make himself whole and 
win her but anguished his certainty 
that he can’t.

(the movie generous enough let 
perceive her mother’s bad judgment as 
the consequence life poverty and 
misery), you can see that Mary feels she’s 
betraying herself. She lets her mother 
arrange the hat her suitor has bought 
her for their supposed honeymoon trip, 
but she remains eerily still, her focus 
inward, like woman who knows she’s 


throwing her life away. 

Lucky Star is, I think, a masterpiece of 
high-romantic lyricism. Indisputably 
masterwork too, with its expressionistic 
montages the city and its virtuoso 
sequences the water and under the 
moonlight. (The lighting Charles 
Rosher and Karl Struss high point 
the history cinematography.) 
has staggering sequence scenes be- 
ginning with her terror she realizes 
the boat that her husband means 
murder her and moving through her at- 
tempt run away from him the trol- 
ley and, when he follows her to the city, 
her slow acceptance his remorse and 
on to the reinvigorating of their love ina 
chapel when they witness a young cou- 
ple’s wedding. It’s been so many years 
since movies were conceived in terms

of the 1946 Robert Penn Warren 
novel picked up Best Picture and 
a slew of other Oscars, in part by 
abandoning almost everything 
that makes it work as literature:

In form 
it's like Melrose Place as written by 
Kafka and Dostoyevsky and puck 
ishly directed by Robert Altman. 
In “I am the Lord thy God; thou 
shalt have no other Gods before 
me,” Krzysztof (Henryk Bara- 
nowski), a linguist, has no gods 
at all, only faith in reason, em 
pirical science, and his comput- 
er. His young son Pawel (Woj 
ciech Klata), a math and chess 
prodigy, has doubts about the 
meaning of it all when he sees a 
dead dog by the neighborhood 
lake. So dad gives him an early 
Christmas present — a pair of 
skates — and calculates when 
the ice will be thick enough to 
bear Pawel. But the father’s 
faith fails him, and his comfort 
in the end is ice frozen in a bap- 
tismal font, curiously in the 
shape of a camera lens. This and 
many of the subsequent episodes 
can be seen as variations on the 
sacrifice of Isaac. In “Thou shalt 
not take the name of the Lord 
thy God in vain,” an old doctor 
(Aleksander Bardini), his own 
family wiped out in the war, is 
accosted by Dorota (Krystyna 
Janda), an upstairs neighbor (all 
the stories take place in the 
same soullessly modernist War- 
Saw apartment block) and the 
wife of one of his patients.

Dying breeds 


The Cherry Orchard, The Women, Summer and Smoke

hekhov insisted that his final 
masterpiece, The Cherry Orchard, 
was comedy and fumed 
Stanislavsky’s having his charac- 
ters suffer through their fraying 
existences the pace Robert Wilson 
opus. So you might expect the play- 
wright to present a trophy as big as a 
samovar to Curt Columbus, whose fleet 
staging his own translation The Cher- 
ry Orchard (at Trinity Repertory Company 
through October 22) is as laden with farce 
pathos though low cherries 
Eugene Lee’s stripped-down set, an as- 
semblage windowed door frames, dap- 
pled drapes, and children’s furniture. 
And even that is whisked away at the 
end, as the gentry and their hangers-on 
mill at the brink of oblivion and the 
sound of the ax signals pillage and 
progress amid the beloved trees. 

Not that all Keystone Kops 
strapped landowner “Lovey” Ranevskaya, 
her brother Gaev, and their dependents 
philosophize and make merry while their 
world slips away. Columbus, who ma- 
jored in Russian at Yale, has penned a 
sharp, colloquial, very American transla- 
tion in which the freed serfs are called 
what they are: former slaves, at least one 
whom, mumbling the libera- 
tion as “the disaster,” is a no-nonsense 
old Aunt Tom (the magisterial Barbara 
Meek as ancient retainer Firs). And 
Lopakin, the child slaves who badgers 
the gentry save themselves turning 
the cherry orchard into cottage plots for 
“summer people” and the end does 
himself, is played by African-American 
actor Joe Wilson Jr., whose burst of in- 
credulous triumph Lopakin realizes 
that has bought the big house 
which his father and grandfather were 
not admitted “even through the kitchen” 
but the boldest bold 
move. This splendid actor moves from 
dazed half-sympathy for the vanquished 
to irrepressible bounces, then little 
jumps, falsetto yelps, and near-hysteri- 
cal command. 

Early in the play, Gaev delivers an ab- 
surd encomium to a 100-year-old book- 
case. play too has passed the 
centenary mark and is far worthier of 
praise than old furniture. Still, Colum- 
bus’s broad, sometimes frenetic ap- 
proach might fail had less accom- 
plished actors than the vigorous Trinity 
lot who, like Chekhov, render their char- 
acters comical and humane. Phyllis Kay is 
perhaps too red-blooded for lovelorn 
blueblood Lovey. But she seems to the 
manor — and her rich, vivid costumes — 
born. And she and Brian McEleney, 


the garrulous Gaev, nail the Peter Pan 
the backward-looking pair. There are 
good turns, too, by Anne Scurria as Ger- 
man governess Charlotta, whose party 
tricks mask need for identity; Fred Sul- 
livan Jr. as neighbor Pishchik, who puts 
hand under every turnip meets, hop- 
ing for blood; Stephen Thorne as the 
obligatory Chekhovian intellectual, 
dreaming of a finer future; and Emily 
Young and Crystal Finn as Lovey’s daugh- 
ters, idealistic and pinched. 

The Manhattan socialites Clare 
Boothe Luce’s The Women go less the way 
the dodo than the way the divorce 
court. And in Scott Edmiston’s delicious- 
ly deliberate staging for SpeakEasy Stage 
Company (at the Calderwood Pavilion 
through October 21), the iconic if seldom 
revived 1936 satiric drama is painted Jun- 
gle Red (its favored nail polish), witha 
strong dose the blues. The production 
doesn’t really make case for the play 
underappreciated American master- 
piece, but nonetheless four-carat 
hoot with heart not mention bon 
mots toxic enough make paint peel.

MAURITIUS ENTERS THE WEIRD STAMPS 


“When started working this play, 
lot people out the woodwork 


and said, ‘! used to collect stamps; ” explains 
writer Theresa Rebeck over the phone from 
Los Angeles. “And there was something freaky 
behind their eyes.” She pauses for half-beat. 
“That really liked. That collector's hunger.” 

Next Friday the Huntington Theatre Com- 
pany premieres Mauritius, Rebeck's new play 
about a pair of half-sisters who inherit a col- 
lection that includes the one- and two-penny 
post-office stamps issued from the South Af- 
rican island Mauritius, stamps that have soid 
a big motivator for the other three characters 
in Mauritius, who may be genuine philatelists 
or just working a long con. 

Director Rebecca Bayla Taichman (who 
will direct Rebeck's The Scene in New York 
later this fall) says the playwright (also 
successful writer for film and TV) that “her 
plays have violence and rawness, and 
you push them to the edge of where they 
can go, the humor crackles.” 

Rebeck herself still sounds bemused by 
the world high-level philately, terrain 


which “tiny slips of paper have wondrous and 
bizarre meaning attached to them.” Once she 
started researching stamp collecting, “! found 
these two stamps quite magical, and then | 
became a bit of a wacko, nerd-like in my fas- 
cination in this world.” 

“People have weird, sensual relation- 
ships with the object,” explains Obie-win- 
ning actor Marin Ireland, who plays jackie, 
the sister eager to get the collection ap- 
praised. “Jackie starts the play in a place of 
desperation and has her survival instinct 
kick in, and then she goes to a more intense 
place. stuff rich for actors be- 
cause there's so much emotional landscape 
to explore — it's thrilling and exhilarating.” 

Rebeck has been on her own joyride with 
the work and had “no idea what would hap- 
pen. | usually don’t write with such an open 
template. | usually like to have some idea of 
where headed.” There were numerous 
drafts and workshops, and the play was read 
last spring as part of the Huntington's Break- 
ing Ground festival. She continued work. 
“There was lot thinking and rethinking 
of the structure of the play. It's still slightly 
incoherent to me.” 

Rebeck’s comedy Bad Dates, which the 
Huntington presented 2004, had shoes 
as its preoccupation. Here she delves further 
into her characters’ obsessions, especially 
that of Jackie, who, she says, “has a deep 
need that couldn't be expressed. But for her, 
stamps were a possibility of resurrection be- 
Cause they're worth so much money.”

‘Wunderground’ and MassArt’s ‘Crafty’

1995, quartet Rhode Island School 
Design dropouts rented part defunct 
mill Providence’s Olneyville 
neighborhood, about 15-minute bike ride 
from downtown. They wanted a big place 
to host rock shows, be loud at all hours, 
make stuff. Others joined them, 
occupants at a time, and they made 
posters, paintings, paper 
sculptures, and photocopied comic books, 
all which seemed entail some combi- 
nation monsters caves weird crit- 
ters. They hosted speed-metal concerts 
and insane costumed wrestling matches 
and Halloween parties with fantastic 
mazes for guests decipher. Every surface 
the loft became encrusted with posters 
and toys and bicycle parts and masks and 
junk. They called it Fort Thunder. 

The gang’s art was included the 
2002 Whitney Biennial. Their work was 
great. And inspired greatness among 
the artists Providence. The Man 
smashed the old brick building 2002 
erect supermarket. Still, Fort Thunder’s 
ghost lingers over what sometimes 
called “the big fun artmaking party that 
Providence.” 

least, that’s how the legend goes. 
Life isn’t quite so neat (some students did 
graduate, for example), but it’s our local 
myth and useful place begin un- 
derstand “Wunderground,” the dazzling 
and inspiring show the RISD Museum 
through January This exhibit offers 
eye-popping, floor-to-ceiling survey 
practically every poster produced adver- 
tise under-the-radar Providence shenani- 
gans from 1995 2005, plus Shangri-la-la- 
land, sculptural village” 
nine artists that aims represent the 
best the scene now.

“Wunderground” offers three rooms 
posters, including numerous traditional 
concert posters that reveal how exciting 
and innovative the best Providence de- 
sign was. Brinkman poster adver- 
tising concert Melt Banana and 
Chippendale’s band Lightning Bolt shows 
ghostly blobs hopping and down ona 
pile cubes inspired the Atari game 
Q*bert. Fort Thunder works frequently 
have characters wandering through dark 
uncharted caverns, echo the first- 
person adventure video games, like The 
Legend Zelda and Tomb Raider, that the 
artists played pass cold winter nights 
the poorly heated Fort. They applied 
what Chippendale calls clunky, crude 
“wrong design sense” heavy-metal, 
comic-book, and Dungeons & Dragons 
iconography. They transformed the ob- 
sessive mazes adolescent-boy notebook 
doodles into art that approaches abstrac- 
tion but never quite heads over the 
precipice. Wordplay (“Get wready wres- 
tle”) everywhere. Their primary media 
photocopies, burned CDs 
reflect do-it-yourself ethos and de- 
sire produce art numbers that would 
keep cheap and accessible. 

Chippendale’s work features little guys 
scurrying around and lavish layering that 
arises naturally out screenprinting and 
the endlessly collaged walls Fort Thun- 
der. (At one point was tacking emp- 


tied food containers.) During the fight 
save the Fort, made poster heap- 
ing tower of buildings and cartoon char- 
acters that was supposed evoke the en- 
dangered mill lofts: “Support the mills 
and the art community within them 
coming the public hearing city 
hall. this may our only chance.” 

The “Wunderground” organizers don’t 
identify individual posters their mak- 
ers. That’s line with the anonymity 
the Providence style secret hideouts, 
code names, and masks, but it frustrates 
efforts trace relationships between the 
posters and the installations next door, 
the interactions between artists, which 
what these punk communes are all about. 
far can gather, the Fort style arose 
not much from collaboration from 
the coincidental coming together very 
talented artists with shared interests. 
Groups inspired the Fort, like the Hive 
Archive, a feminist collective founded in 
2000, and the Dirt Palace, a feminist col- 
lective it spawned in 2002, fed off the 
scene’s creative energy, but they reflect 
more diverse tastes. This apparent 
the events they host: music well po- 
etry and teach-ins East re- 
lations.

puncher. The posters Xander Marro, 
one of the founders of the Hive, often 
show women in beehive hairdos and old- 
time goth motifs. 

Shangri-la-la-land plunges you into 
darkness. Wooden signs Pippi 
Zornoza (another Hive founder) with 
ironwork Heintz give warning. 
“Please enter and see the beginning 
the end everything.” And “Our faith- 
ful unicorn shall hassle dis- 
turb this castle.” Yikes! 

giant ogre 
Maximum Ogredrive iooms over you as you 
walk in, staring with blank gold eyes and 
shivering. Its sharp teeth are bent into 
alarming the right, Jim Drain 
has incorporated century-old Native 
American totem pole from the museum’s 
collection into his hot-colored, zigzag- 
striped altar Vertical Faces with Sculpture and 
Totem Pole. pair columns, dangling 
chains beads, stand front. 

Drain, the Fort artist who has enjoyed 
the greatest art-world success, created 
some the most inventive comics 
come out Thunder.

Jungle Hong's Supermarket Spirit Ship aka 
Chost Host and the Possibility Seed is a tree 
creature with scales recycled plastic 
shopping bags and aluminum cans lin- 
gering near a matching hanging globe 
like one those mod paper globe lamps. 
If you stoop underneath, you'll find in- 
side glass bulb filled with plants and 
insecty creatures made doll parts.

Some who visited the Fort wish the 
RISD show had more the lush encrust- 
edness Thunder its height, but how 
can one re-create something that arose 
underground, accidentally and organical- 
ly, from many people over many years, in 
the relatively short time and large institu- 
tional space involved here? “Wunder- 
ground” has also spawned the inevitable 
debates about who was left out. It’s been 
noted that most of the installation artists 
are girlfriend-boyfriend pairs. Although 
can think artists who might deserve 
more attention, greater wish that 
the show had included Fort Thunder 
comics, which along with music (present- 
here listening stations) were the pri- 
mary means which news the Fort 
first spread outside Providence. 

Fort Thunder created its own venue, its 
own music, its own posters, its own 
sports and parades and films, its own 
books and even its own newspaper. With 
their permission and the inspiration 
their example, others added to and ex- 
panded this underground world. her 
sharp catalogue essay, Providence gal- 
lerist Sara Agniel (who will exhibiting 
Chippendale’s work next month) notes 
the political aspect the artists’ rejec- 
tion our capitalist, mass-produced 


Happy Meal world. “Wunderground” 
about how found thrills and hope 
when these artists turned society’s 
castoffs into better version the dis- 
appointing world live today.” 

The “Wunderground” style didn’t arise 
out vacuum. pre-eminent issue 
avant-garde art today how our society 
dashing toward technological “progress” 
and how technology being used 
monitor and manipulate us. live 
era anxiety, embracing the prom- 
ise and fearing the threat of stem cells, 
the Internet, smart bombs, bio-engi- 
neered food. And artists are rebelling 
via handcrafts, natural and recycled ma- 
terials, jury-rigged machines. “Crafty,” 
the Massachusetts College Art 
Boston through October 14, provides a 
succinct overview this trend. 

New Yorker Yuken trees 
snipped from shopping bags, Atlantan 
Imi piles mylar cut into 
decorative sculptural patterns, and 
Cantabrigian Randal Thurston’s ornate 
pictures black paper silhouettes fall in- 
the “Wow, how did they that?” cate- 
gory. Hawangbo and Thurston seem 
confined spectacular craftsmanship; 
Teruya hints thoughts nature versus 
urban consumerism you trace her art’s 
lineage from tree paper representa- 


tion of tree. 

Italy’s Paola Pivi follows the branch 
rethinking traditional crafts. Her daz- 
zling cascades plastic pearls transform 
the familiar materials and techniques 
(beaded necklaces) into something fresh 
and exciting. 

Texan Elaine Bradford’s Endurance Series 
group logs standing end and 
buttoned into custom-knit striped 
sweaters. lots stuff out there 
like this these days, but her art still whis- 
pers about the love worked into grand- 
ma’s afghan the hat auntie knit for the 
newborn. She makes the trees appear 
wounded and the sweaters represent 
warm, nursing embrace. 

red-and-white sequined pointy hood with 
matching dress and striped socks, con- 
jures both Aboriginal costumes and KKK 
garb.

New Yorker Rob Conger makes hooked 
rugs based his stark sunny photos 
Disneyland rides.

The traditional way of being seated in ancient China, prior 

to the introduction of Western-style furniture, was ona 
floor mat, possibly anchored at its four corners by decorative 
weights. Your dinner mat, or in some cases your game board, 


might be secured by a quartet of small, whimsical bronze 


sculptures of real or imaginary animals — bears, felines, rams, 


winged beasts, turtles. 


This everyday use for such objects has only recently been re- 


vealed by archeology. Frequently found buried with other luxury 


goods in aristocratic tombs, these figures, called “mat weights,” 


had been believed to delineate sacred spaces or to hold burial 
garments in place. An engaging pair of bronze bear mat weights 


were the first Chinese antiquities acquired by Isabella Stewart 


Gardner, who paid $30,000 for them in 1914. Dating from China's 


Warring States Period and Han Dynasty (475 BC-AD 220), Mrs. 


Gardner's beloved pair are joined by 40 additional bronze ani- 


mals gathered from museums and private collections around the 


world in “A BRONZE MENAGERIE: MAT WEIGHTS OF EARLY 


CHINA,” which opens at the Isabella Stewart Gardner Museum 


on October 5. The exhibition looks at the historic and ceremonial 
importance of these engaging objects, presents new evidence 


about their function and style, and explores animal symbolism 


and the structure of tombs in ancient China.

mer on recorder, Michael Beattie on harpsi- 
chord, John Grimes percussion, Barbara 
Poeschl-Edrich on the double harp); that 
the dancers from Java's Orange Island 
Dance Company were exquisite and very 
musical (visa difficulties, apparently, al- 
most prevented them from getting here);

At nae end, when Apollo descends to 
take Orpheus back with him to Heaven, Or- 
pheus is attached — dow nstage center — to 
a clunky harness and lifted aloft. His dan- 

gling above the stage, like that lantern 
floating over the Styx, was powerful im- 
age, but the elaborately mechanical and 

noisy preparation distracted from this cli- 
mactic apotheosis. 

Besides Honeysucker, there was moving 
and characterful singing from Irish mezzo- 
soprano Paula Murrihy as Eurydice’s friend 
Sylvia (more touching her report her 
sudden death than been Di- 
do), sopranos Alyson Cambridge (Eurydice) 
and Elizabeth Watts (as the allegorical 
figures Music and Hope), mezzo Stephanie 
Marshall (Proserpina), baritones Kevin Short 
(Pluto) and William Berger (Apollo), and 
countertenors Tim Mead and Stephen Wal- 
lace. Boston tenor Charles Blandy stood out 
among the wedding guests. 

Tenor Tom Randle (who was supposed to 
sing the title role in John Adams's Dr. Atomic 
but was replaced before the premiere) gave 
sympathetic impersonation of someone 
struggling with grief, but wasn’t very 
convincing Orpheus. Was it Cheng who en- 
couraged him resort the melodramatic 
scream “No!” at Eurydice’s death and 
throaty operatic sobbing? (When Montever- 
di wants sobs, he evokes them through the 
Baroque “trillo,” rapidly repeated note.)

Richard Conrad’s the Bostonians recent- 
offered two “Art Song” concerts 
MIT’s Killian Hall. August, Conrad, now 
his early presented delightful and 
stylish evening Coward and Cole 
Porter (“Noelie and Colie”), accompanied by 
the superlative William Merrill, and heard 
some his most accomplished and effort- 
less singing several years. This month, 
mezzo-soprano Delores Ziegler (six years 
ago she made enormous hit Liza 
liott Conrad’s Boston Academy Music 
production Kurt Weill’s Lady the Dark) 
and pianist John Creer, an accompanist of 
rare sensitivity, gave extraordinary 
Schumann recital that included the famil- 
iar Frauenliebe und -Leben (“A Love 
and Life”) and far less familiar songs and, 
with the help Conrad and soprano Ellen 
Chickering, duets. 

Ziegler, who’s better known and greatly 
admired in Europe (she sings Dorabella on 
both the Haitink and Harnoncourt fan 
tutte recordings), opera star 
equally home recital. She’s completely 
natural. Nothing comes between her and 
the music the words. Her diction im- 
peccable; her emotional shading nuanced 
(how many colors did she convey the 


young wife's ecstatically tender 
reference to her “Ringelein” — 
her little wedding ring?); and 
she can scale her rich voice 
down to the most radiantly in- 
drawing intimacy while those 
nuances play across her expres- 
sive face (as in the long, elo- 
quent postlude the last and 
saddest of the Frauenliebe songs).

Harbison, Wayne Barlow, and 
Johann Sebastian Bach. 

Harbison’s 1979 Snow Country 
almost one long legato (where does one 
breathe?), lonely for oboe and 
strings with ominous rhythmic underpin- 
nings out Schubert’s Unfinished Sympho- 
ny. the musical equivalent Wal- 
lace Stevens’s “The Snow Man” (“One must 
have mind winter”).

Bach’s C-minor Concerto better known 
through his transcription for two pianos but 
was evidently first concerto for oboe and vi- 
olin. Ferrillo and BCO concertmaster Sandra 
Stecher Kott, without a conductor, were re- 
sponsive and attentive Ferrillo had 
some problems with condensation and 
stopped length between movements 
deliquefy his instrument. But the wreathing 
Adagio, one the most beautiful Bach, 
was nevertheless memorable achievement. 

The other pieces Grieg’s Aus Holbergs Zeit 
Suite and the third Suite An- 
cal music now outmoded styles.

incipient outsider simple prose that 
rings out with the seagull-caw accent 
South Boston. It’s 1979, and a 13-year-old 
Michael Patrick MacDonald is already dif- 
ferent from his peers. “What are you, a 
fuckin’ losah?” hears more than once. 
MacDonald the quiet one boisterous 
family — the eighth of 10 kids — and the in- 
tellectual who won admission to Boston 
Latin. Named for a brother, Patrick 
Michael, who died in infancy before hospi- 
tals were required to admit the uninsured, 
he is an adventurer who vaults subway 
turnstiles not to get one over on the author- 
ities, but to see Creater Boston. But it is still 
“the world against Southie and Southie 
against the world” until his brother Davey 
jumps off roof. The suicide Davey, 
been hospitalized for schizophrenia, 
is what fractures this complacency, push- 
ing MacDonald from the community. 
Although writing straight- 
forward — and at times overly conversation- 
his descriptions grief and alienation 
will ring true to any who 
have experienced them. 
“Il wanted never to forget 
him, and I was afraid that 
I could,” says MacDonald 
graveside. The 
insular world becomes 
suffocating and begins 
taking long detours 
home to avoid the neigh- 
bors. “After Davey’s 
death, I couldn't stand 
their sudden hush in 

presence.” 

What MacDonald real- 
ly can’t stand is his own 
pain. But as he roams fur- 
ther afield, he runs into 
punk, which will give 
that anguish outlet.

music fan into a record store and leaves 
with a copy of the Sex Pistols’ Never Mind the 
Bollocks.

“Howl” was not a virgin effort. If Cins- 
berg’s Collected Poems 1947-1980 is any indica- 
tion, he had 83 poems to his credit by that 
time — or at least 83 that he considered 
worth saving. Since was nature 
hoarder, a collector, a pack rat, that num- 
ber is significant. By clearly defining one 
parameter of his life (1 almost wrote “pro- 
fessional life,” but for Ginsberg there was 
precious little separation between the per- 
sonal and the professional), he established 
the base line — that of “poet” from the start 
— against which he would be measured. 

For most of us, however, Ginsberg be- 
gan — and begins — with “Howl,” a fero- 
ciously intimate song, the opening lines 
which are no less powerful today, even as 
they are well known: 


I saw the best minds of my generation 
destroyed by madness, starving 
hysterical naked, 

dragging themselves through the negro streets 
dawn looking for angry fix, 

angelheaded hipsters burning for the heavenly 
connection to the starry dynamo in the 
machinery of night . 


As was true of so many potential read- 
ers, my idea of Cinsberg was much more 
concrete than the fact his poems. 
least that was the case when, sometime in 
1967 or 1968, I set out on what is today 
called the Red Line from my parents’ house 
in Dorchester for Harvard Square. I don’t 
remember what prompted my interest. 
Beatniks, f r the natural 
Ginsberg constitu — were in short 
supply in St. Gregory's Parish. Perhaps it 
was an appearance on William Buckley's 
Firing Line, political-and-cultural discus 
sion show that was popular back in the 
days when PBS was known as educational 
television. 

Whatever the spur, my destination was 
clear: Plympton all-poetry Crolier 
Bookstore, around the corner from Bartley’s 
Burger Cottage and down the street from the 
now-disappeared (but then 24-hour) Hayes 
Bickford cafeteria. Several years later, when

City Lights editions slender, not-quite- 
square books chaste black-and-white de- 
sign with heft are, pack-

At first glance, however, it was the words 
that consumed, that riveted: Howl, followed 
Kaddish, followed Reality Sandwiches. 
this day, still find more satisfying read 
Ginsberg those City Lights editions than 
navigate the bulk his Collected Poems. 

For all the greatness some individual 
pieces (take read, re-read, the 
under-appreciated “In the Baggage Room 
the Creyhound”), Ginsberg was an uneven 
talent, a major minor poet — as one snarky 
critic put with too much accuracy for fans 
like me.

Runway-worthy food 


I don’t know why restaurants in high- 
end clothing stores are good. 
clumsy life, food is one of the natural 
enemies clothing. But there’s Armani 
Café, and here’s Restaurant the suc- 
cessor Café Louis. Why they have 
these tempting restaurants clothing 
stores? fashion move quickly 
enough without their having fatten 
and out last year’s sizes order 
sell more suits? suppose the idea 
that there are fashions food too. And 
Restaurant L's chef, Pino Maffeo, is at 
the forefront culinary fashion. was 
prepared for test-tube soup, frothed 
sauces, weird combinations, visual 
scandals all that New York stuff. 

And you get some that, but wasn’t 
prepared for the fun and all-around- 
satisfying flavor Maffeo’s food. 

rooms, like are decorated 
sparely, with bare wood and simple color 
scheme white, gray, red, and black. 
The feeling light, and the colors with 
anything you wear. better weather, 

more tables are set the landing 
outside the back door. 

Fun starts with the breadbasket: two 
Chinese steamers filled with salty 
flatbread, maybe hint Middle Eastern 
spices. olive oil, butter the next 
complimentary bite sets Asian theme 
that runs throughout the meal. 
fried-crabmeat-filled wonton with 
sushi-bar-style spicy mayonnaise. You can 
continue this theme with soft-shell-crab 
tempura ($16). comes vertical plat- 
ter with a long smear of incredibly deli- 
cious wasabi mayonnaise. Soft-shell crab 
can dull, but not this one. was glori- 
ously fried and bursting with flavor (also 
bursting with juice, the natural enemy 
neckties). And there was little Thai-style 
salad. 

You can steer clear the Asian theme 
with late-season tomato 
sauce Red-sauce Italian food 
friend dress shirts either, but when it’s 
this perfect, who cares? The pasta had 
just the right amount chewiness; the 
tomato sauce was the real deal (with 
Abruzzese dose hot pepper); and top- 
ping paper-thin eggplant slices was 
high-fashion (and harmless to silk or wor- 
sted wool). 

You can also opt for something safe, 
conventional, and exquisite, like Alaskan- 
king-crab salad ($16), which triangle 
meaty crab salad, the only oddity being 
slice artichoke coated with 
caramelized sugar. Barbecued baby-back 
ribs ($13) were the only weak appetizer. 
There were five meaty ribs, done Boston- 
style with the barbecue sauce burnt on. 

came with fiery green chili/tomatillo 
sauce, allegedly Laotian, and steamer 
somewhat pointless sticky rice. 


Main dishes simply 
could not fail. slow- 
roasted chicken ($25) was 
tender and juicy boned 
breast, no small trick, 
with the single wing bone 
sticking up. The skin, with 
layer sliced porcini un- 
derneath, was fabulously 
crisp. The rest the dish 
was made oyster 
mushrooms and Chinese 
cabbage, held together 
with silky purée that 
might have been the sea- 
son’s first winter squash 
or, following the Asian 
theme, taro. 

Grilled salmon ($28) was 
the usual cut skin-on 
filet, but with lean, wild 
pink salmon, as meaty as 
It’s served with ingenious cake 
sticky rice — so much better with some ses- 
ame seeds for flavor, and topping Japa- 
nese-style lightly pickled cucumber and 
carrot slices. side order Asian greens 
($6) brought tasty, stemmy vegetable, 
perhaps Chinese broccoli. Warm lobster 
with coconut emulsion ($38) was presented 
giant vertical dish, the tail 
sections removed from the shell and spiral- 
ing around each other make tower. 
The claws remained some the shell 
keep warm and were served with just 
wisp the coconut sauce; the effect less 
rich than dipping one’s lobster butter 
lobster shack, but tastier. 

“Applewood grilled market beef with 
four salts” (market price, recently $55) 
was, our night, a 28-ounce rib steak. 
With the outer layer trimmed and 
single bone protruding from the middle, 
looked like dinosaur drumstick, but 
came medium-rare ordered. The en- 
much underrated cut meat. 
The four salts, served Chinese soup 
spoons, were strongly flavored truffled 
salt, black-lava sea salt from Hawaii, 
gray sea salt from France, and white sea 
salt from England. The latter three were 
fun look at; all tasted similarly salty 
and went well with the beef. 

The wine list quite good and quite 
expensive. If you want to spend $55 ona 
bottle pinot grigio, Livia Felluga cer- 
tainly the best-known high-end producer. 
Wines the glass are not sold bottles 
and seem like lighter choices, judging 
our glass 2004 Burton bonarda ($9) 
Argentine red like bigger merlot, but al- 
most soft. Given the Asian flavors, you 
should look the extensive sake listings 
think about beer. large glass Whale’s 
Tale Pale Ale ($8) from Nantucket was actu- 
ally dark amber color with dry, hoppy 
finish ideal for this food. Poochi-poochi 
sake ($12) is sparkling, like Champagne,

and little sweet, with aromas pear and 
apple. It’s fun Maffeo’s food. Decaf 
($4) and cappuccino ($5) are excellent. Teas 
($6) are served loose-leaf. 

Dessert surprisingly light course. 
Our favorite was Boston goat-cheese cake 
($8), which was actually ball white 
cheese with lemony sauce, more like ras- 
gulla than cake. Chocolate panna cotta 
($8) works being little lighter than the 
fallen chocolate cakes served everywhere 
else it’s gelled and only slightly bitter. 
But ice-cream sundae ($8) tastes more 
walnuts than the reported butterscotch 
(on vanilla and coffee ice cream), and a trio 
sorbets ($8) lychee, lime, and 
watermelon as the menu says; it was berry, 
mango, and maybe lime/maybe lemon. The 
tiny complimentary dessert was back the 
future: coconut-flavored froth bit 
sauce, served Chinese spoon. 

Servers are dressed entirely black and 
fine job. The atmosphere refined and 
the crowd young and youngish. Obviously, 
you dress for dinner Louis Boston, and 
the room, the lighting, and even the food 
are designed make you look better.

THE PROVIDENCE GETS ITS DUE THE RISD MUSEUM

“Wunderground: 
Providence, 1995 to the Pres- 
ent,” exhibition that 
opened last weekend at 
the Rhode Island School of 
Design (RISD) Museum, covers a brief 
period time, also represents dra- 
matically compressed cycle of change in 
the life of the city. 
Eleven years ago, the availability of 
cheap mill space enabled youthful 
cast of anti-materialistic artists to cre- 
ate Fort Thunder, their own wildly fertile 
alternative to mainstream consumer 
culture. Yet within just a few years, 
amid growing national hype about the 
so-called Providence Renaissance, the 
low-rent accessibility that helped fuel this 


influential scene was rapidly disappearing. 
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When out-of-town developer 
planned bland suburban-style strip mall 
the site encompassing Fort Thunder, 
the ensuing battle highlighted sharply 
divergent visions future. 
Despite broad opposition, the shopping 
complex came fruition, initiating 
wave new development extending 
from the rear the Providence Place Mall 
to Olneyville Square. And though the 
battle served as a distinct wake-up call, 
Providence still struggles find way 
ensure place for the underground art- 
ists who have lent the city creative caché 
far and wide, particularly through noise 
music, screen-printing, and comics. This 
scene continues, though, thanks in part 
to the devotion of its members to their 
adopted city.
